It is natural to ask rather hope- 
lessly whether. the thieving racket 
can be beaten. Chicago has found 
that it can be. When 100 cars a day 
were being stolen, Chicago was 4 
car thieves’ paradise. But when the 
authorities have the guts and the 
know-how, they can stop it. 

In Chicago iwe built up, finst of 
all) the necord system on stolen cars 
so that we were able to make maps 
showing all steals and recoveries. 
These help the officials whose job is 
to keep stepping on the thieves. The 
steady drive is what does it. Thus, 
by constant vigilance we chased out 
‘the small thieves, and milked the 
profit out of the racket for the big- 
timers. 

We also gaw to it that prosecu- 
tion of thieves was capable and 
hardHboiled. Juvenile car thieves, 
abetted by sob sisters who couldin’t 
bear to think of “poor boys spending 
their best years behind bans,” used 
to get off even on fifth or fifteenth 
offenses; and many ‘of these 
thumbed their noses at the law. The 
Plucky Quinn Gang, for instance, 
escaped serious molestation for 
many years.. Plucky himself, the 
|leager was still in his teens; g@nd hi 
best clouter was a 14-year-old whe 
sometimes stole three or four cars 
a week. A handful of prison senten- 
ceg did more to discourage other 
|juvenile offenders than all the pro-

A time may come when a central- 
1 bureau in Washington will have 
ag a clearing-house for all 
much as the Bureau of Iden- 
tification does now.

No matter how 
figured, it would save money. 

Car thieves are clever enough, if 
not too closely pressed, to outsmart 
the law.

the belief in Something which can- 
not bé proved. Mysticism is the ba- 
‘sis of all religion. Nobody has ever 
proved ar, ever will prove ‘that life 
goes on. after what we call death; 
‘but practically all people believe that’ 
is true. 

M belief in such mystical things 
as telepathy or thought transference 
clainvoyance oF “second-sight”, the 
power .of evil thoughts to work in- 
jury, and in fetishes and incanta- 
tions, is widespread, and is not nec- 
essarily confined to persons of, low 
intelligence. .I know men of great 
ability who carry ‘“good-luck” tokens 
or pocket-pieces, and worry if they 
are mislaid. 

There is little doubt that many 
beliefs which cannot be proved are’ 
nevertheless true. So far, however, 
the efforts of scientific investigators 
to find proof of various kinds of 
mysteries have got nowhere.. 


TELEPATHY : . - confirmed 

At. Duke University a study is 
being made of the mystery of tele- 
pathy. So many instances have been 
reported of persons who. could read 
th unexpressed: thoughts of others, 
that many serious scientific men 
feel that there may be something 
more than coincidence in such mani- 
festations. 

(The tests made by Prof. J. B. 
Rhine, Duke University psycholo- 
gist, seem to show that many per 
sons possess a “sixth sense” which 
enables them to,tell such things as 
the denomination of a playing-card 
which another person takes from the 
pack. Six independent investigators 
have been studying the phenomencn, 
and.all report that there is something 
in it. How much ‘there ‘is in it, and 
why some persons seer to have-the 
gift, nobody is prepared to say. 

In England. several famous scién- 
tists, including. the great Oliver 
Lodge, have declared that they have 
seen convincing evidence of mind 
reading or telepathy. Our own Dr. 
Alexis Carrel confirms the belief in 
second-sight, But what causes it is 
still unknown.” 

MAGIC . ‘ pure trickery 

Scientific investigation has proved 
that most of the phenomena we re- 
fer to as magic are- pure trickery. 
We used to hear fabulous tales 


about the magicians of India, who 


could climb up a rope which had no 
gupport at the upper end, or lift 
themselves into the air without even 
a rope to support them. Sharpeyed 
European observers with cameras 
have proved these and other Oriental 
magic to be as pure trickery as the 
stage shows of theatrical “magi- 
cians”. 

The “magic” feat of walking on 
hot coals without getting burned, or 
fying on a bed of sharp spikes with- 
out injury have been duplicated 
many times by public performers, 


like all the rest of the Indian 
“magic”. 

Neverttieless, the ‘belief persists 
ithat scme persons have m*gical 


powers which enable them to defy 
lthe laws of Nature. Psychologists 
say that such beliefs arise from the

| SPIRITUALISM 

Perhaps the most widespread 
phase of mysticism is the belief that 
the spirits of the dead have power, 
to return from the spirit world and

So many of the manifestations 
\produced by spiritualist mediums 
| have been proved to be trickery, 
[that most persons are skeptical. But 
in late years large groups of men 
and women of undoubted intelligence 
given serious . study to the 
|psychic phenomena of sp:ritualism, 
and some have become convinced 
that they have received messages 
from another world. The late Conan 
Doyle, author of the ‘Sherlock 
Holmes” stories, was sure his- son, 
killed in the war, conversed with him 
after death. 

Harry Houdini amd Howard Thurs- 
ton, famous stage musicians, promis- 
jed to return or send messages from 
the spirit world if that were possible. 
Both died some time ago, but no 
messages from either have come 
through the veil which separates the 
known from the unknown.

WANT A GOOD LAWN? 
HERE’S HOW TO GET IT 
Just as soon as the soil is dry and 
firm enough to walk upon after the 
snow has disappeared is the time to 
commence operations for ensuring a 
goow lawn. The ‘first thing to do is 
to remove ali “the dead grass by 
giving the lawn a thorough raking 
and attention should be directed’ to 
fixing up the bare patches by sow- 
ing fresh seed. The seed should be 
broadcast evenly on the bare patches 
after they have been raked to the 
depth of two inches. The seed should 
uhen be covered lightly with a 
sprinkling of sifted soil and packed 
down firmly. The patches should be 
kept moist, but not flooded, for at 
least two weeks through the appli- 
cation of a fine spray. 
fertilizer is necessary ‘for the 
lawn and should be applied just ad 
soon a®# the naking and seedimg have 
been done; and as soon as the fer- 
tilizer hag been applied it should be 
well watered in, care being taken to 
use a fine spray, so that the seeding 
is not disturbed in the. newly seeded 
areas. When the time for cutting 
arrives, which ig as soon as the gras9 
is long enough to allow the mower to 
function properly, regularity in the 
process should be observed, and it 
is a mistake to allow the grass to 
grow over twa inches at any, time. 
Reliable grass mixtures may be 
obtained from seedsmen but for 
those people why wish to mix their 
own, L. C. Young of the Dominion 
Experimental Farm at Fredericton, 
who, as a Canadian authority on 
grasses, has lectured on “home lawns 
in the United, States, recommends 
for the average lawn a mixture’ of 
four parts Kentucky Blue grass and 
one part Red Top at the rate of 
three to four pounds per 1,000 
square feet of lawn. If it is desired 
to include White Clover, one-eighth 
part should ibe added to the mixture. 
Where the above mixture does not 
give satisfactory results owing to 
local conditions, Rhode Island Bent 
grass should be used at the rate of 
twp to three pounds per 1,000 square 
feet. For shady areas, one-third the 
quantity of Rough-Stalked Meadow 
grass should be added. Failure to 
grow grass in shady places is due 
more often to conditions of low fer- 
tility and lack of moisture than to 
the shade itself. ;

| Candin GardenServie 


Undoubtedly the average amateur 
gardener loses more by rushing the 
season than in planting too late. One 
sharp frost in May will often com- 
pletely ruin a promising early start 
or at least set the hardier things s0 
far back that the later planted sorts 
will actually be ahead. 

There is no objection whatever, 
in fact it is advisable, to get« some 
‘things started early. There is more 
pride in the first marigold or zinnia, 
and more satisfaction in the first 
Meal of peas or potatoes right from 
the garden at the door than in a 
dozen later on. But there should be 
a certain amount of judgment used. 

(The old caution against putting all 
the eggs in one basket ‘certainly 
holds true of gardening. Many people 
urge that a portion only of each 
packet be sown on the earliest date 
possible, the bulk planted at the 
proper time and at least some seed 
for possible misses or to replace 
destruction by rabbits, stray dogs 
and possibly. our zealous children. 


Spread out Season 

Indeed, in recent years garden ex- 
perts have been going farther. Now 
they unge splitting the seed supply 
into four or five parts and saving a 
portion for sowing as long as possi- 
ble after the normal season. In this 
way the harvest is spread over 4 
much longer period. Fresh peas, 
lettuce, spinach, carrots and other 
good things will then be coming on 
almost continually all season and 
not with a rush followed by a famine. 
Scientists and plant breeders have 
come to the assistance of the Canad- 
ian gardener by allowing him to 
extend the season still farther by 
introducing new and later varietien. 
It is now possible, for instance to 
get Bantam type corn which will 
come to maturity weeks after the 
original Bantam has passed the ea-- 
ing stage and the same is true uf 
nearly all other vegetables. Indeed it 
1s only by using these later varietiés 
that one is able to extend the sea- 
those vegetables like peas
